ducing prototypes. F 


There are, however, a small 
number of.American Sikorsky , hell- 
copters in Britain, and a decision has 
been taken to Issue some of them for 
training, purposes, 

It is necessary for the pilots and 
Rrotind crews gto receive adequate 
Instruction in this type of machine, 
which in many respects Is com- 
pletely different. from: orthodox 
nlreraft and requires expert know- 
ledye to fly and service. Training Is 
expected to be completed In. three 
to four months. 

When pilots become _ proficient, 
tnetical trials with Sikorsky Hover- 
flys will be held under the direction 
of the Afr Ministry and War Office.

Wales has lonit been called a “land 
of rong”. That reputation has been 
gained largely because of the Welsh 
peopte’s zest for choral singing. 
Before the war most Welsh towns 
of any size bad thelr own chornl 
societies, many villagea tyere also 
proud of thelr singing “schools.” 

Most chapels and churches have 
choirs, not forgetting their come 
munity singing festivals “cymanfa 
anu”, The Welsh sing—all oute—in 
harmony, at football matches and 
funerals, too! In the Industrial 
arcay, especially In South Wales, the 
choral tradition was Kept’ alive all 
through the war by civil defence and 
fite services’ organisations and by 
factory choirs. 

Now the. big choral socictics are 
being revived all over Wales. There 
will be more and better chornl 
competitions at next year's Natlonal 
Eisteddfod, at Colwyn Bay, than we 
have Istencd to since the Inte 1930's. 
Some of the big-scale song festivals

The most interesting thing that 
happened to, Wales, musically, du- 
ring the war, however, was that It 
developed a greater interest than 
ever before in orchestral music.

ottacked, uccording to Kondo, who 
said “furfous and bloody fighting” 
continued until August. 20, 1945 when 
the Japanese commander again was 
notifled from Tokyo to surrender. 


Kondo cstlmated 5,000 Japanese’ 
casuallics between August. 17 and 
August 20. Meo sald that at present 
about 1,509 ‘Japanese ex-soldiers 
were on Paramushiro, plus about 
1,500 Ashermen who were _ there 
when the fsland was taken...

American Pollcy ‘ 
Baasle, Dec. 10,

ent of the American Zionist Organt- 
sation, im an address to the World 
Zionist Congress to-day, charged the 
American forelgn policy with respect 
to Palestine was a “fatlure.” 

He declared that President Trumon 
bod rigidly “faltered”. in carrying 
out his commitments to world Jowry. 

Silver charged that both Presidents 
Truman and Roosevelt had given 
Zionists Ip service but acknowledged 
tbat recently, particular! in his 
flrm rejection of King Ibn Saud's 
protest against Jewish plans for 
Palestine, President Truman “took 2 
far more. posltivg attitude than his 
predecessor,” cai 

“palestine Js a major international 
political problem. The United States 
Government, because of the dominant 
role it now playa In international 
nffairs, must trent this problem not 
as something Incidental’ to its 
diplomatic activitics to which it can 
give passing thought only when 
prodded by an unhappy electorate,” 
Silver warned. i 

Silver's speech was the first 
utterance of the potent American 
teader who fs Ieading o “revolt” at 
the Congress against the so-called 
“moderate” policies of the’ present 
Zionist leadership, It was regarded 
us the keynote in the ZOA-campaign 
to gain u dominant role In the world 
movement and posstbly secure the 
election of Silver as president. 

Foreign Polley Objective 

Silver declared that “throughout 
the Roosevelt administration the 
United States Government wan 
determined to take no action what- 
toever and to make no representa- 
tions to the’ British Government 
-elther to open the doors of Palestine 
to Jewish Immigration or to live up 
to other obligations which jt assum-~ 
ed under the mandate.” 


He outlined ZOA's rigorous cam= 
paign against the Goverment policy, 
and declared: “American Zionists 
have succeeded in convincing the 
Government that the, Palestine issuc 
must become one of the main ob- 
jectives of American forelgn policy.’ 

He conceded the ‘future Js uncer- 
fain,” but added: “We have forged. 
n strong movement. We have a 
loyat and disciplined army of fol- 
lowers ready to, give themselves of 
their substance and of thelr loyalty 
and devotion to the cause.” 


Silver .told the Congress that 
Seerctary of State James F, Byrnes 
“understands the full gravity _ 
urgency of the problem," but added 
that it was too carly to say how firm 
and persistent he would be In press- 
ing for Jewish rights In Palestine 
and for a just and early solution.—
